enthusiasm and at one time it looked as 
if the house might be carried to his way 
of thinking.

Rev* lec 
being in a wagon. soon as be seen 
Sipples he yelled: 

"AU right, Jfan: 111 settle with yon 
in Richmond." 
Sipplea, it is stated, replied: 
"Why notsetde it right here ?" 
Revelee jumped off his wagon and .id- 
vanced towurd ^<i|)llles. wb<i jerkeil .1 
revolver from his pocket and tired 
twice. One sluit took effect, entering 
the left breast, glazing the point of the 
heart, passed entirely throngh the left 
long and lodged in the back. The luii---. 
after a few weeks, became solid bei.iw 
the point thrnuLrli which the Inillet had 
passed, and the heart b«^<-ame pushed 
sis inches to the right of its normal po* 
sition. 

The attending physK'ians were per- 
plexed at the wonderful tenacity \\ itli 
which Kevelee stuck to life, and f<ir 
we«>ks the man lay upon his bed appar 
ently uncuiiseious to all suiTo\iiidiii>;>. 
and unable to take any solid food of 
any sort. Now the injured lung has 
begun to clear, and after passing 
through the very jaws of death, there is 
every indication that he >vill live for 
years; at least his woand will not be the 
oatue of hiii death. 

During all of this time, almost a year, 
.Sip])les has been in the county jail 
awaiting a hearing of some sort. Owing 
to his victim's condition, the connty 
jirosecntor thought it wise to wait ontil 
the exact result of the woand was 
known. 

The giand jury, at its last session, re- 
turned an indictment against Sipples, 
charging him with shooting with in- 
tent to commit murder, and upon this 
charge he is Vicing tried thisAveek.
